1 . WG APPROVED WITHOUT DEBATE ARTICLE XVII ( DUE REGARD 
TO RIGHTS, ETC., OF COASTAL STATES), INCLUDING FOLLOWING 
ALTERNATIVE TEXTS FOR SECOND PARAGRAPH PREPARED BY 
INFORMAL WG: 

A) NEITHER THESE ARTICLES NOR ANY RIGHTS GRANTED OR 
EXERCISED PURSUANT THERETO SHALL AFFECT THE RIGHT OF 
COASTAL STATES TO TAKE SUCH MEASURES AS MAY BE NECESSARY 
TO PREVENT, MITIGATE OR ELIMINATE GRAVE AND IMMINENT 
DANGER TO THEIR COASTLINE OR RELATED INTERESTS FROM POLLUTION 
OR THREAT THEREOF OR FROM OTHER HAZARDOUS OCCURRENCES 
RESULTING FROM OR CAUSED BY ANY ACTIVITIES IN THE AREA. 

B ) ANY STATE FACING GRAVE AND IMMINENT DANGER FROM 
POLLUTION OR THREAT OF POLLUTION, FOLLOWING UPON A HAZARD- 
OUS INCIDENT OR ACTS RELATED TO SUCH AN INCIDENT IN THE 
AREA, WHICH MAY REASONABLY BE EXPECTED TO RESULT IN MAIOR 
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HARMFUL CONSEQUENCES FOR THAT STATE, MAY TAKE SUCH 
MEASURES AS MAY BE NECESSARY TO PREVENT, MITIGATE OR ELIM- 
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INATE SUCH DANGER SUBJECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF THIS CON- 
VENTION. MEASURES TAKEN IN ACCORDANCE WITH THIS 
SUBPARAGRAPH SHALL BE PROPORTIONATE TO THE DAMAGE WHICH 
THREATENS THE STATE CONCERNED AND SHALL NOT GO BEYOND 
WHAT IS REASONABLY NECESSARY TO ACHIEVE THE OBJECTIVE 
REFERRED TO IN SUB- PARAGRAPH. 

2. WG APPROVED NEW ARTICLE ON ARCHEOLOGICAL AND HISTORICAL 
OBJECTS. 

3. MOST OF DEBATE WAS DEVOTED TO ARTICLE ON FREE ACCESS 
TO AREA FOR LANDLOCKED STATES. INFORMAL WG HAD PREPARED 
FOLLOWING TEXT: 

" LANDLOCKED STATES ( AND OTHER GEOGRAPHICALLY DIS- 
ADVANTAGED STATES) SHALL HAVE ( THE RIGHT OF) FREE ACCESS 
TO AND FROM THE AREA ( IN ORDER TO ENABLE THEM TO DERIVE 
BENEFITS, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THIS CON- 
VENTION FROM THE AREA AND ITS RESOURCES)." 

4. IRAN INSISTED THAT WORK " FREE" BE BRACKETED IN TITLE. 

THIS RESULTED IN ARGUMENT OVER TITLE ( FREE ACCESS) WITH 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA AND UKRAINE ARGUING IT BE CHANGED 

TO ELIIMINATE " FREE." WG ADOPTED TITLE " ACCESS TO AND FROM 
AREA." 

5. NIGERIA ASKED THAT FIRST LINE OF ARTICLE BEGIN: 

"LANDLOCKED, LIKE ANY OTHER STATES..." THERE FOLLOWED 
LONG DEBATE AS TO WHETHER THERE WAS EFFORT TO WATERDOWN 
RIGHTS OF LANDLOCKED STATES. USSR REP OBJECTED TO EFFORT 
TO ABROGATE LANDLOCKED STATES RIGHTS AND PROMISED HE 
WOULD MAKE STATEMENT ON THIS ISSUE AT APPROPRIATE TIME. 
NIGERIAN PROPOSAL WAS SUPPORTED BY MALTA, IRAQ, AND GREECE, 
AND OPPOSED BY ALGERIA, SENEGAL, AND MADAGASCAR. 

6. IRAQ WHICH HAD PROPOSED PHRASE " GEOGRAPHICALLY DIS- 
ADVANTAGED STATES” SUGGESTED THIS BE REPLACED BY " SHELF 
LOCKED STATES." 

7. MOROCCAN REP, WHO HAS NOT PARTICIPATED IN WG PROCEEDINGS, 
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STATED THAT HIS DELEGATION HAD SPONSORED DRAFT ARTICLES 
ON NAVIGATION THROUGH TERRITORIAL SEA AND STRAITS 
AND HE PROPOSED FOLLOWING FOOTNOTE TO ARTICLE: " THE VIEW 
WAS EXPRESSED THAT ACCESS TO THE ZONE AND EGRESS FROM 
THE ZONE MUST BE CARRIED OUT WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO THE 
PRINCIPLE OF INNOCENT PASSAGE AS APPLICABLE TO PASSAGE IN 
THE TERRITORIAL SEA." 

8. US REP STATED THAT IF MOROCCO INSISTED ON KEEPING FOOT- 
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NOTE, US WOULD ADD NEW SENTENCE: " THE VIEW WAS ALSO 
EXPRESSED THAT THE PRINCIPLE OF INNOCENT PASSAGE IS INCOM- 
PATIBLE WITH THE PRINCIPLE OF FREE ACCESS.” SPAIN, BRAZIL 
AND IRAN SUPPORTED MOROCCAN PROPOSAL. IRAQ OPPOSED FOOT- 
NOTES ON THIS ISSUE, BUT IN ESSENCE SUPPORTED RIGHT 
OF STATE TO BALANCE FOOTNOTE. UK AND USSR SUPPORTED 
IRAQ SUGGESTION TO DELETE FOOTNOTES. ISSUE WAS LEFT 
UNRESOLVED AT CLOSE OF SESSION.
